EXPLOSION IN GAS

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EX-MAYORS PROVE 
VERY POOR LOSERS 

The ‘“‘goat-vetting” 
and council majorily, which reache 
tation fo the 3,019-signed petition, 
in a much worse position than when they commenced. 

As was to have been expected by everyone who under- | 
stood the psychology of the situation, the council rejected ed 
petition not only on account of the inconsistency of t 1} 
deniind and its invidiousness, but also on account of the fact 
that to have done otherwise would have been to surrender 
dignity, prestige and self-confidence. 

What was this situation? 

There had just been placed in office a mayor whose 
theories of municipal government do not synchronize with 
those of a long line of ex-mayors who have preceeded him. | 
Supporting this mayor, ae a number of aldermen who sub- 
scribe, approximately, to the same sel of ideas. In pursuance 
of these ideas they proceed at once to place a direct respon-| 
sibility in all departments of the city’s administration and to 
bring directly under the control of one or the other of those 
departinents every branch of the city’s expenditure, with par-| 
ticular reference to the exhibition board, the library board, the | 
hospital board and such other irresponsible spending branches. 

This business of irresponsible bodies spending large sums 
of city money with little thought that they were public agents 
was, of course, wrong, and it had to be set right. But in 
setting it right, as can be easily understood, the equinimity of 
quite a number, who had long held the situations on the pre- 
sumption that they were of superior calibre to any choice 
which the public might make, was quite severely jarred. 

Hostility was aroused, and, headed by six ex-mayors, a 
crusade was launched which proposed to compel the newly 
elected council to admit that in the interests of public safety 
i should surrender functions which it had been elected to per- 
form to an appointive authority which owed no responsibility 
io the electors who had placed the council in office. 

As an objective, they choose the police dpeartment, and 
as an appointive authority they named the thief justice of the 
supreme court. What they asked was that the council sur- 
render its prerogative, efface itself and turn over to the chief 
justice cestain charter-designated duties of the council. 

The crusade was designed as a ‘‘goat-getter” pure and 
simple, and the council met it in the only manner consistent 
with their duty to the public. They refused to surrender to 
an autocratic authority a function which they, as elected 
representatives, held proxy from the public to administer. 

That the “demand” ,was altogether insincere was _ fully 
demonstrated when Alderman May dug into the public records 
anad unearthed a fragment from the proceedings of 1908, or 
some place back about the paleozoic age, to show that almost 
every one of the ex-mayor and ex-aldermen leaders in the 
“voat-getting” crusade had themselves refused, under almost 
idetnical circumstacnes, to order a judicial investigation into 
the case of the then-dismissed chief, Captain Beals. 

All things considered, the most outstanding feature de- 
veloped during the seance, aside from the council’s strength, 
was the chagrin of the ex-mayors and other ex-’s who engin- 
eered the petition. In massed and phalanxed form, they 
were met at the recent election and badly defeated. They

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A PARCELS POST WHICH 
DOES NOT COMPETE 

That the alleged parcels post foisted upon Canada by the 
Borden government is not meant to give a parcels post at all 
is now tacitly admitted by Pelletier himself, who says in par- 
iiament that he does not expect any great rush of business for 
several months, nor does he expect any very Strenuous pro- 
tesis from the express companies. 

The reason is not far to seek. In United States, where 
parcel post has become so immensely popular, the first zone, 
which was at the start 50 miles, has now been extended to 150) 
miles and the weight of parcel is 50 pounds. In Canada the 
zone is 20 miles and the weight limit for three months six 
pounds, after which it will beYraised to 11 pounds. In United 
States it costs 14 cents to send the same parcel 100 miles as 
in Canada costs 46 cents. In United States the-parcels post is 
driving the express monopoly out of the field, but in Canada 
ihe 46 cents is just six cents higher than the regular express 
rates, 

In its practical working, whatever advantage accrues 
from the Pelletier parcels post will be limited to the 20-mile 
zones. Outside of that the express companies are not 
seriously interfered with. 

Perhaps the two boxes of cigars which Hon. Mrv Pelletier 
received via parcels post on the day the system was inaugur- 
ated came from express Companies.

~ "TODAY IN DOMINIO 
HISTORY, 


Sir Charles Rivers Wilson, former 
president of the Grand Trunk railway, 
was born in London 838 years ago to- 
day, He was educated at Eton and Ox- 
ford, and at 25 became a clerk in the 
treasury. Later he was private secre- 
tary to two secretaries of the treasury, 
Wilson and Hamilton, and to two chan- 
cellors of the exchequer, Disraeli anc 
Lowe. In 1873 he was apointed comp- 
troller-general of the national debt- 
office, and three years later he was 
made a British government adminis- 
trator of the Suez Canal company, In 
1878 he was vice-president of an in- 
ternational commission to inquire into 
and propose remedies for the financial 
disorders in Egypt, and was also fin- 
ance minister in the cabinet of the 
cabinet df the Khedjve. A new Khedive 
appointed him, in 1880, president, of the 
international commission © of liquida- 
tion. Wis ability as a financier had by 
this time become recognized all over 
the empire and in many foreign lands. 
lie ussumed the presidency of the 
Grand Trunk in 1895, and in that ca- 
pacity, during the following decade and 
a half, he worked unceasingly for the 
development of the system and the 
prosperity of Canada,

The Duke of Bedford, one of Eng- 
land’g wealthiest landlords, has lately 
been very much in the public eye 
owing to determination to dispose of a 
large part of his immense land hold- 
ings, part of which have been in the 
possession of the family since about 
the time Columbus discovered America. 
Lloy@-George’s Jand reform scheme is 
responsible for the Duke's decision to 
part with much of his real property,

The eleventh Duke of Bedford was 
born in London 6 years ago today, At 
2l he joined the Grenadicr guards and 
served in the Egyptian campaign, and 
later as nide-de-camip to Lord Duffer- 
tn, Viceroy of India, The dukedom of 
Pedford was created in 1694, but for 
more than a century and a half be- 
fore that the ancestors of the first 
duke had been barons and earls, The 
Bedfords can trace their descent, how- 
ever, to one Henry Russell, 
the fifteenth century was a 
bargeman at Weymouth, 
About two months ago the Duke sold 
the family’s famous Covent Garden 
estate in London, including the Covent 
Garden opera house and market and 
the old Drury Lane theater, for a price 
sald to have been €15,000,000.
